LABORERS. 


Our working force has been smaller du- 
ring this year than in former years ; partly 
through ill health, and consequent loss of 
time of the Chaplain, and partly through 
the diminished number of our members, 
who were able to give time and effort to 
direct missionary labor. But through the 
larger part of the year we have had a mis- 
sionary employed, giving, however, only a 
part of his time to our work. During the 
earlier months of our year, Bro. Wirth 
filled this office, and during the latter part, 
Bro. Gulick. The labors of both these 
have been blessed of God. For a small 

rt of the year, also, Bro. Byrne was la- 
boring with us, but was early. removed to 
his present field of labor in New York. I 
desire, also, to make grateful mention of the 
most important aid rendered by a sister in 
the church, who, though not appointed to 
labor as a missionary, is doing the work of 
one, and in so doing is receiving and dis 
pensing thé rich grace of God. No labor, 
in our field, has been more blessed of God 
than hers. 


LABORS OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


Perhaps there is no better way of show- 
ing the nature of the work of a Seaman’s 
Chaplain, than to give a list of such labors 
as can be enumerated. During this past 

ear I have delivered of sermons, lectures, 
and other public addresses, 160; attended 
five funerals, celebrated the Lord’s Supper | 
seventeen times, on which occasions fourteen 
persons have been received to our own 
church, and twenty-three to other churches. 
I have made of visits—to ships, 422; pas- 
toral, 214; to the Hospital, 110; to board- 
ing houses, 192 ; and others connected with 
my work, 1,874. I have attended 302 
prayer-meeticgs, and forty-three other meet- 
ings of a religious character. 1 have fur- 
nished nine articles for publication in public 
prints, regarding our work, and have written 
seventy and received seventy-two, letters 
respecting it. I have distributed on ship- 
board, in the Hospital and elsewhere, 159 


‘Bibles, 223 New Testaments, (furnished by 


the California Bible Society) and other 
religious reading matter, equivalent to 264,- 


787 pages of tracts. I have held 1,893 |. 


conversations with individuals regarding the 
great salvation. One hundred and seven 
persons have called upon me for religious 
conversation, and I have had the privilege 
of conversing and praying with a large 
number who were inquiring the way to be 
saved. 

- It is proper to say that a part of the la- 
bors were bestowed outside of my proper 
field. I was privileged to labor for a few 
days in a special work of grace at Clayton, 
where some fifteen souls were won to Christ. 
I claim no credit for myself for this labor, 
but desire to.record my gratitude to God 
for the privilege and blessing of it, and for 
the fitting thus gained for more efficient 
labor among my own people.

— Observer. 


1. All lands on which clover or the grasses 
are grown, must either have lime in them 
~ naturally, or that mineral must be artificially 
supplied. It matters but little, whether it be 
supplied in the form of stone lime, oyster 
lime, or marl. 
All permanent improvement of lands 
must look to lime as its basis. 2 
8. Lands which have been long in cul- 
~ture, will be benefited by apflications of 
* phosphate of lime, and it is unimportant 
whether the deficiency be supplied in the 
* form of bone dust, guano, native phosphate 
, of lime, composts of fish, ashes, or that of 
» oyster-shell lime, or marl—if the land needs 
liming also. 

4. No lands can be preserved in a high 

© state of fertility, unless clover and the 
grasses are cultivated in the course of ro- 
tation. 

__ §. Mold is indispensable in every soil,

We find upon our table about the usual amount of intell- 
gence under this head, and done up in about the usual style. 
Much of it is so evidently and pnrely “ buncombe *'—adapted 
to mislead and deceive the public—that we forbear to re-pro- 
duce it. And yet after all, the initiated or carefully observ- 
ing portion of the public are rarely deceived by such things. 


mining claim or mining district, in which the “ gentlemaniy 
superintendent or “ experienced and accomplished fore- 
man’ attend them through labyrinths of tunnels, shafts, 
galleries, chambers, chutes, up and down ladders and all that 
sort of thing. feasting their eyes and ears with specimens of 
marvelous richness and stories still more wonderful and 
dazzling, and winding up with abundance of good cheer— 
these tales, we say, are becoming pretty well understood by 
persons who have their eye teeth cut and know how things 
are managed on “ the inside track.'' Nevertheless, they not 
unfrequently do “ good service among outsiders; "’ they help 


| some laggard stock; they give a tresh impulse to some dubi- 


ous mine whose owners have been paying assessment after 
assessment under the influence of just such exhilirating gas, 
expecting hourly to be advised of the “rich strike "’ that is 
to make their fortunes; thcy help to rope in the impressible 
and ignorant, and enable the knowing ones, under whose 
patronage these pleasing fables are produced, to dispose of 
large and “ valuable “* interests. 

These tricks are resorted to sometimes when the mines are 
really valusbie and need no such bespattering with unseemly 
praise. A local editor is taken in, put through and comes out 
wonderfully impressed—with the attention shown him, the 
great skill, scientific attainments and courtesy of his conduc- 
tors—the learned nomenclature of the crait, of which he 
manages toretain some portion- and the handsome douceur of 
which no portion is lost sight of. Forthwith the public are 
enlightened with an elaborate account of how he went down 
and how he came up, and how long he was “ detained in that 
obscure sojourn *’ and of every thing he saw and heard from 
beginning to end—a hugh mass of details, interlared with 
technicalities and’ local slang—he sees nothing to censure, 
everything is lauded—the mine is certainly a most wonderful 
mine. Soon the impartial stock reporter has occasion to note 
“an increased inquiry for tliis stock,’ with the significant 
explanatory comment in cautious terms, * recent intelligence 
from the mine is said to be exceedingly favorable."’ The flats 
have taken the bait. Some trustee, perhaps, or large share- 
holder had occasion to sell, and under the galvanic influence 
of this “ edingly favorable intelligence’’ the sale Is 
effected on advantageous terins. 

A writer in one of our city cotemporaries, giving doubtless 
the results of his own observation or experience, explains the 
modus operandi of mining matters in certain cases as follows: 


At the time of organizing a mining company. in most cases 
the stock is held bv a tew persuns, all of whom are appointed 
Trustees. Suppose they determine to make a fortune out of 
the enterprize- out of the mive, if thy find the precious 
metal there--out of the stock. if they fail to find the metal. 
They sell stock enough at a low rate .o commence the work 
of develoring the mine. In selecting a Superintendent they 
seek for one who is willing to carry out their plans for a share 
ot the profits. Tney instruct him to send a true report of the 
progress of the work and the quality of the rock to one of 
their members tur private use, and a different report to the 
Secretary, to be placed ©n file fur the inspection of the com- 
pany (such instructions have been given). Wi-h such an ad- 
vantage over their associates, the ‘Trustees can levy assess- 
ments suspend work on the mine, bull or bear the stock at 
pleasure, until they have alarmed the prudent and compelicd 
the poor stockholders to sell their stock fora trifle, all of 
which, through the secret agency of others, bas passed into 
the possession of the conspirators: or, if the stock be worth- 
leas, until the conspirators, unknown to their associates have 
sold their own ata high price. Kut itis not necessary, the 
conspirators should be trustees. A few unscrapulous stock- 
hold: rs having a majority of the stock, by tampering with the 
Superintendent, making him an accomplice, might accom- 
plish the same object. It is possible they might succeed even 
without the connivance «f the Superintendent. Ky having 
one of their number near the mine, obtaining specimens and 
making assays from time to time, circulating false reports, 
and bulling and bearing the stock, they might attain their 
object as completely, though not, perhaps, as cheaply, as if 
they were Trustees, and had the control of the Superintend- 
ent and the power of levying assessments. Mut this buving 
and selling must not be done In the name of the owners of 
the stuck. That might excite suspicion, as the ‘Trustees and 
large holders of stock are presumed to Know more abuut the 
reat value of the mine than others. Hence an ascent must be 
found, a man of straw, to do the work clandesti: ely. Pre- 
tended sales are made. the certificate passes intu other hands, 
but is neither surrendered nor transferred onthe books.— 
Hence no one can tell by examining the books how much 
stock is actually owned by any member of the ap wen 
Such are some of the means by which unscrupulous stock- 
holders manage to swindle their associates. 

The Stockton Independent concludes an article of much 
orce upon the copper mining infatuation in that region, in 
the following terms: 


If half as much industry were expended in reclaiming waste 
land, or any other channel of certain compensation, they 
would realize more in the end, and the country would profit 
from it as well as themselves. ‘Ihis is a species of gambling 
which has been a deadly incubus to California; and this tine 
it seems to be affecting all classes alike. From 400 to 600 
men are at work inthe hope that each half dozen of them 
will develop another Union mine. They are supported by 
the regular asse-sincnts of the merchant, the tailor, the car- 
penter, the teamster, the capitalist, the day lavorer, the far- 
mer, the printer, the dector, and even the cunning lawver. 
Presently the chimera wilt explode, and then comes a crash. 
All has been wasted. ‘Ihere is not a‘ color on the bed rock ;"" 
there is not even the public sulace that some rogue has got 
rich by rubbing the rest, and will circulate his money treely. 
The mining mania has more dupes than monte, poker and 
fato. Uf ailthe reputed rich siiver mine~ in Nevada Terri- 
tory, it is a question if that country has yielded as many dol- 


For every Gould & Curry there are adozen or twenty Real 
del Montes; for every mine which pays a dividend there are 
a thousand which run the workers in debt. Stillour young 
men rush to silver land. and everything seems to be for the 
moment furgotten or neglected save the desperate chances of 
mnaking fortunes at Esmeralda, Keese, Humboldt, Bannock, 
boise or Owyhee. 

That there is much truth in the foregoing remarks will 
hardly be denied, and yet we cannot but regard them as too 
general and sweeping in their character. Mining is the great 
interest of California, and it is a business involving great 
risks. This is conceded and it is time it were well understood. 
But it must be remembered, that despite all its disappoint- 
ments and hazards it has more than paid its way. It has 
made thousands rich and is duing it still. It is the great sub- 
stratum upon which our progress as a commonwealth is based. 
The amount of foreign capital embarked in mining enterpri- 

es in this country is but a drop in the bucket compared with 
the vast aggregate which has been contributed directly or 
indirectly by the mines themselves, besides large accumula- 
tions from the same prolific source otherwise invested. Take 
asan example the Gould & Carry and Ophir mines—of the 

2,000,000 and more expended in developing them, where did 
the money come from? Out of those very mines; and they 
are row paying dividends upon Capital furnished by them- 
selves. So it is also, ina greater or less degree with many 
others. We are quite willing to take a conservative view of 
this business; nay, to look on the dark side even, and dis 
courage every thing that seems like infatuation and folly con 
nected with it: to expose bogus mines and swindling repre- 
sentations; but we cannot, nour will the public, be insensible 
to the great results achieved, and the still greater for which 
it is reasonable to hope. 

It is but recently that qua‘tz or ledge mining has been fairly 
inaugurated amongus. ‘There was much to learn and is still; 
but we are a people that learn fast. The amount of practical 
information gained during the last three years will greatly 
facilitate future operations and bring up arrearages with 
rapidity. We admit that thus far, more has probably been 
spent apon this branch of mining than has been realized; but 
it is too soon for the full measure of results to be expected. 
To say that “ for every mine which pays a dividend there are 
a thousand which run the workers in debt,’’ savors more of 
impatience than of that fair and considerate view of the case 
which jastiee demands. _ The desire of immediate success, of 
sudden riches, dissatistaction and restiveness uncer necessary 
deiays, unwillingness to reach the goal of our desires by pa- 
tient toil, or to encounter the usual! vicissitudes which attend 
ali enterprises of moment —these dispositions are an exceed- 
ingly bad element in the public mind, and to them is attribu- 

-table, in a great degree, those frequent excitements and 

changes of population which prevail among us—imultitudes 
leaving one part of the country almost depopulated and rush- 
ing wiidly to another in expectation of realizing at once their 
highest hopes. Nevertheless, it must be admitted, that these 
movements are not without some utility to the public at 
large. The area of discovery is extended; new and wider 
fields are opened and explored; the fame goes abroad; the 
way,is prepared for the settlement of regions hitherto desert 
and solitary, and the teeming population of older States and 
countries bends its footsteps thither. While endeavering to 
disseminate just views, to prevent public deception and con- 
trol undue excitement, we may rejvice in the assurance of 
ulterior good, even though evil council prevail for the mo- 
ment. 


For California we have no apprehension. The decadence 
of placer mining in this State to a moderate extent within 
the past few years is owing, partly to the opening of fresh 
and attractive fields in the adjoining tcrritories, and aiso, in 
a considerable degree, to the progress of quartz mining dur- 
ing the same period; the latter a far more important and per- 
manent interest of the S:ate, requiring, however, much capi- 
tal, labor and time before its resuits can be attained. The 
rapiJ realization which usually attends placer work had Illy 
prepared for the slow process of perfurating the earth for 
miles with vast tunnels and shafis, of erecting ponderous 
machinery and expensive mills, experimenting upon ores, 
and acquiring the knowledge necessary to a successful prose- 
cution of this. branch of mining. Impatience ts therefore 
quite natural and to be expected; instances of disappoint- 
ment also are tobe expected: but of the grand result no 
doubt can be reasonably entertained. Our mincral wealth is 
inexhaustible. and while the restless crowds whose special 
mission it is to roam, explore and prospect, and thus prepare 
the way for a more wise a:d thrifty class of laborers. are 
wandering about from place to place exposed to all the hard- 
ships, dabgers and poverty of a nomadic life, the patient 
hand of industry at home will gradual y but surely anfuld 
that wealth and gather up its rich rewards. 

‘In regard to Copper mining in Calaveras connty to which 
the /ndependent specialiv alludes, we doubt net that both 
money and Jabor have been injudiciously expended, bat this 
is incident to the beginning of all such enterprises, Expcri- 
ence in a new business must be paid for, and in the case of 
our neighbor city, is doubtless worth all it has cost. 4 vaiu- 
able interest has been, or is now being Gcve'oped, which «ili 
in-due time make ample amends to ber people for all the 
losses and inconvenience suffered by a portion of them.
